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Missing man found safe on Low Gap

Overnight, three Ukiah-area volunteers 
found an autistic Ukiah man who had been 
missing from the Low Gap Park area since 
Wednesday morning. 

Ted Daly, 20, of Ukiah, was found about 
one mile west of Ukiah High School on 
Low Gap Road around 12:15 a.m. Thursday 
by volunteers Justin Lawson, Leslie Diaz 
and Chris Diaz. 

“Ted’s family and friends who had 
helped in the search were extremely grateful 


for Ted’s return, thankful for the support and 
concern of the Ukiah community who came 
together to help in this effort and said this 
was the best Christmas present a family 
could ever receive,” said Ukiah Police Chief 
Chris Dewey. 

Daly was cold due to low overnight tem- 
peratures and had suffered some small 
scrapes and scratches, but was in otherwise 
healthy condition, Dewey said. 

More than 300 people from local emer- 
gency agencies and the community were 
involved in a mass search that began 


Wednesday afternoon. 

The Mendocino County Search and 
Rescue Team, Ukiah High School faculty, 
staff and students, deputies from the 
Mendocino County Sheriff’s Office, offi- 
cers from UPD, a Department of 
Corrections inmate crew from CalFire, 
Parks and Recreation and Streets Division 
workers from the city of Ukiah, the Ukiah 
Fire Department and helicopters from the 
California Highway Patrol, REACH and 
CALSTAR all joined in the search.

hile watching a forklift haul 940 
W pounds of frozen turkeys, hams 

and chickens into the back of the 
Ukiah Community Center Food Bank 
delivery truck, Executive Director David 
Youssoupoff’s eyes widened, and with a 
smile from ear to ear he said, “That’s why 
we’re excited.” 

The frozen feast came Thursday 
morning as part of Raley’s yearly donation 
to the Food Bank, known as the Food For 
Families Holiday Bag Promotion. A yearly 
tradition, the program, which typically 


starts in early November and ends on 
Christmas Eve, not only provides the Food 
Bank with almost half a ton of frozen 
meat, but also other assorted groceries 
such as stuffing, canned vegetables and pie 
filling. 

The groceries come from a $10 
purchase customers can make at Raley’s. 
The money goes toward buying a bag of 
groceries with a value of $20, which is 
then given to the Food Bank. And 
according to Carla Dieffenbach, assistant 
store director, it’s all part of Raley’s 
community-first attitude.

arrested in 
Lake kidnap

The Mendocino County Sheriff’s Office 
has arrested two suspects in an assault and 
kidnapping in Clearlake last week. A third sus- 
pect is still at large. 

According to reports from the Clearlake 
Police Department, the victim was at a home 
in the 3100 block of Fourth Street in Clearlake 
on Dec. 4 when the suspects, Priest Martinez, 
34, James Miller, 20, and Anthony Cape, 41, 
all of Mendocino County, attacked him and 
dragged him outside. 

The suspects allegedly tied up the victim 
and dumped him in the trunk of a car after 
breaking his cell phone. 

The victim had another cell phone in his 
pocket and used it to call 911. Dispatchers 
used the cell phone signal to try to determine 
what area the car was in but were unable to 
find it. 

At one point, dispatchers heard someone 
stop the car and assault the victim again. The 
victim later told police he had used the inside

2nd suspect in Cow Mtn. marijuana robbery arrested

The Mendocino County Sheriff’s 
Office has arrested both suspects in 
last week’s robbery of marijuana 
from a house on Cow Mountain, 
where the suspects allegedly 


exchanged gunfire with the home’s 
owner. 

Kenneth Samuel Wilson, 39, and 
Gary Robert Villa, 26, both of Ukiah, 
were wanted in connection with a 
robbery and shoot-out that occurred 


Dec. 3 at a home on Cow Mountain 
Road. 

According to sheriff’s reports, the 
two men allegedly drove to the house 
of William Matthews, 28, of Ukiah, 
and demanded marijuana. 

When Matthews told the two men 
no, Villa and Wilson allegedly 
opened fire on him. Mathews 
exchanged gunshots with Villa and 
Wilson while the two men allegedly 


removed between two and three 
pounds of marijuana from the home, 
according to sheriff’s reports. 

No one was hurt. 

The suspects were identified by 
Matthews, who recognized them 
from prior meetings. The two sus- 
pects fled the scene in a burgundy 
Toyota pick-up, according to sher- 
iff’s reports. 

At around 2:30 p.m. Saturday, 


Wilson was seen by sheriff’s 
deputies in the Talmage Road area. 

According to sheriff’s reports, 
Wilson tried to flee on foot but only 
made it a few hundred yards before 
being apprehended and arrested. 

He was booked into the 
Mendocino County Jail on robbery 
and firearms charges and is being 
held on a $100,000 bond. 

On Wednesday, the Sheriff’s 


Office was notified by officers with 
the Lebanon Police Department in 
Oregon that they had located Villa. 

The Sheriff’s Office obtained a 
warrant for suspicion of robbery for 
Villa and had him arrested by LPD 
officers. 

Villa is being held in the Linn 
County Jail on suspicion of robbery, 
awaiting extradition to Mendocino 
County.

For information on how to place a 


Power outage darkens homes near Helen Ave.

Two blown fuses coming from a 
tapline in the 800 block of Helen Avenue 
left 20 Ukiah homes without power for 
about an hour Thursday morning. 

According to Mike Keller, interim 
director for the city of Ukiah Electric 
Department, the outage began about 
10:45 a.m. when two fuses coming from 
a tapline, a very small line tapping off a 
larger line to serve smaller groups of cus- 
tomers, in the area blew, and cut power to 


the area. He said that in this case it may 
have been a single transformer. 

City electrical crews worked to patrol 
the line looking for a specific cause, but 
no cause was found, Keller said. When 
patrolling the line, crews typically look 
for tree limbs, animal remains or equip- 
ment failure. 

With no cause in sight, crews replaced 
the fuses, which solved the problem and 
returned power to the homes about an 
hour after the outage occurred. 

“It showed that whatever was the 


cause of the outage, it was not perma- 
nent,” Keller said Thursday afternoon. 

Without an identifiable cause, Keller 
said it was difficult to say if the outage 
stems from a larger problem. 

“Tt’s unlikely that it stems back from a 
larger problem,” he said. “These things 
generally are caused by animal contact, 
but when that happens there’s usually 
some remains that are discoverable. That 
wasn’t the case today.”

Christmas comes but once 
a year, but this season has 
special memories for a local 
priest. 

The Rev. Mike Cloney 
came to Ukiah’s St. Mary of 
the Angels parish from St. 
Bernard’s parish in Eureka 
Nov. 10, 2000. It was a life- 
long dream to visit the 
Vatican in Italy -- and 2007 
was the year he realized that 
dream. 

Father Mike first began 
feeling the tug toward the 
priesthood at the young age 
of 10. That’s when he first 
talked about the priesthood 
with his parents, devoted 
Catholics. They did not have 
the family tradition of sons 
entering the priesthood, or 
any other family influence so 
his quest was an isolated inci- 
dent. However, the influence 
of an Irish priest who worked 
the sheep ranches in Eureka 
encouraged him to pursue his 
dream, which later included 
the trip. 

Fr. Mike was ordained a 
priest May 11, 1968 at St. 
Bernard’s -- his 40th anniver- 
sary is next May. He attended 
Mt. Angel Seminary in St. 
Benedict, Ore. for eight 
years, graduating with B.A. 
degrees in philosophy and 
theology -- and “lots of pas- 
toral experience.” 

Fr. Mike’s greatest joy as a 
priest is celebrating Sunday 
mass every weekend with the 
people and seeing their satis- 
faction and faith continue. 

Part of his hope this season 
comes in serving in 
Plowshares on Tuesdays.

Keep preaching democracy 


To the Editor: 

As I have previously said, the hundreds 
of billions of dollars we save from stop- 
ping the war in Iraq and legalizing all 
recreational drugs could go towards univer- 
sal healthcare for all our people. I might 
add, as long as we have atom bombs, we 
don’t need the huge armed forces. Only 
enough to protect our shores. 

When people go to other countries, they 
are under their laws, the same as when 
people from other countries come to our 
country, they are under our laws. I would 
get four or five of our very successful busi- 
ness people, not lawyers, not politicians, 
not professors, not doctors. This is a huge 
business, and has to be run efficiently as a 
business to succeed. Preferably retired, not 
necessarily, working for a dollar a year. 
What’s the compensation? A lot more than 
money. A legacy that they fixed something 
that was in shambles. We also have to pre- 
sume these people have all the money they 
can ever use. Their job would be to check 
other countries that have universal health 
care and come up with the best system. 

Two things: one, it is some kind of pri- 
vate system, and that there are at least two 
entities. As I have said many times, compe- 
tition is a holy word. A government 
bureaucracy might start out OK, but it 
inevitably falls apart for one reason -- gov- 
ernment is a monopoly, which means no 
competition. The other thing should be that 
everyone that uses the health care system 
pays something. Everyone has to be held 
accountable, not too much, just enough that 
they will not abuse the system. 

When I was running for Congress in the 
1990s, the question came up several times 
about campaign contributions. My answer 
was when someone pays $100 a plate, they 
wanted more than roast beef and mashed 
potatoes. Today, that same roast beef and 
mashed potatoes costs two to three thou- 
sand dollars and up. I said then, and even 
more so now, that it’s gone completely 
berserk. 

Fifty dollars to a candidate for each 
election, that means a person, a corpora- 
tion, a union or any other organization 
including the candidate. Money was creat- 
ed to buy something. When one gives 
money to something or person, they are 
buying something. If you give to a religion, 
you are hopefully buying salvation. If you 
give to charities, you are buying a feeling 
of well being. When big money is given to 
a candidate, they expect something that 
benefits them and no benefit to most oth- 
ers. It soon becomes the policy of politi- 
cians that if you don’t give big money, you 
get nothing. That’s extortion, a crime. It’s 
akin to the mafia paying big money to 
these politicians to get something from the 
government. Bribery is also a crime, but if 
the politicians did not take this big money, 
there would be no extortion or bribery. 

A $50 limit to a candidate won’t buy 
any favoritism. It’s not perfect, but what is.

In smaller elections (cities, 
counties) the $50 has more clout, but it still 
won’t influence much, and in the bigger 
races (state, federal) they will get a lot 
more money, but $50 still will not influ- 
ence anything. The Supreme Court said 
campaign contributions are freedom of 
speech. This is true for the small minority 
that give the big bucks, but for the other 90 
percent of us, it is just the opposite. One 
has to remember the Supreme Court jus- 
tices are appointed by the President, and 
confirmed by Congress. It’s also a fact that 
incumbent politicians practically always 
win their reelections, so naturally all the 
money goes to incumbents, where it will 
buy all kinds of goodies. 

The other thing I would do is shorten the 
campaigning to six weeks or less. For one 
thing, the main issues can be, and quite 
often are, entirely different just before an 
election. People get burned out on this con- 
stant electioneering and give up on the 
whole system. The percentage of people 
who actually vote in our country is one of 
the lowest in the world. 

That’s poor, especially since we keep 
preaching democracy to everyone else.

What? No FEC? 


What if the country held an election and there was 
no one to make sure that candidates played by the 
rules -- no agency that could issue regulations, write 
advisory opinions or bring enforcement actions 
against those breaking the law? 

-- The Washington Post, editorially alarmed. 

The Post, dismayed by the prospect, in effect asks: 
What if we had deregulated politics -- including the 
sort of presidential campaigns that produced 33 presi- 
dents (including some pretty good ones -- Lincoln, TR, 
the sainted Coolidge, FDR, Truman, Ike) before the 
Federal Election Commission was created in 1975? 
Most of the rules, the possible nonenforcement of 
which has the Post in a swivet, are constitutionally 
dubious abridgements of freedom of speech and asso- 
ciation, so sensible citizens should rejoice about the 
current disarray of the FEC. 

The six-person FEC -- three members from each 
party -- enforces the rules it writes about how 
Americans are permitted to participate in politics. You 
thought the First Amendment said enough about that 
participation? Silly you. 

The FEC’s policing powers may soon be splendidly 
paralyzed. Three current FEC members, two 
Democrats and one Republican, are recess appointees 
whose terms will end in a few days when this session 
of Congress ends -- unless they are confirmed to full 
six-year terms. 

Four Senate Democrats decided to block the 
Republican, Hans von Spakovsky. Republicans have 
responded: “All three or none.” If this standoff persists 
until Congress adjourns, the three recess appointments 
will expire and the FEC will have just two members - 
- a Republican vacancy has existed since April. If so, 
because four votes are required for all official actions, 
the commission will be prohibited from such actions 
including the disbursement of funds for presidential 
candidates seeking taxpayer financing. 

Democrats oppose von Spakovsky partly because 
when he served in the Civil Rights Division of the 
Justice Department he overruled staffers in the Voting 
Section who wanted to block a Georgia law requiring 
voters to present a government-issued ID before vot- 
ing, as Americans do before boarding an airplane, 
entering many buildings, renting movies, etc. Von 
Spakovsky’s critics say the law is a way of suppressing 
voting by poor, mostly minority, citizens. Eighty per- 
cent of Americans -- racists all? -- favor such laws. The 
Supreme Court probably will settle the issue in a case 
concerning Indiana’s voter ID law. 

Democrats oppose von Spakovsky also because, as 
the Post’s editorial says, “he blocked career staffers 
who wanted to stop a Texas congressional redistricting 
plan; a divided Supreme Court later rejected part of the 
plan.” “Part,” indeed. The court affirmed the constitu- 
tionality of 31 of the 32 districts involved -- affirming 
von Spakovsky’s legal judgment that those “career 
staffers” opposed. 

The Post primly says: “Six former voting section 
employees asserted that Mr. von Spakovsky participat- 
ed in politicizing the Civil Rights Division.” Who are 
these “career staffers” who supposedly recoiled from 
politics? 

Joseph Rich, while chief of Justice’s Voting Section, 
contributed $455 to America Coming Together, an 
organization of Democratic activists. While he was a 
deputy chief of the Civil Rights Division’s Housing 
Section, his section filed cases in which courts eventu- 
ally compelled the government to pay $175,000 in 
attorneys’ fees for the filing of unwarranted and even 
frivolous discrimination claims. Rich left Justice to 
join the Lawyers’ Committee for Civil Rights Under 
Law, a left-wing advocacy group. 

Jon Greenbaum and Robert Kengle also left 
Justice’s Voting Section to join the Lawyers’ 
Committee for Civil Rights Under Law. David Becker 
left to work for People for the American Way. Steve 
Pershing, a Democratic donor, left to work for the 
Center for Constitutional Litigation, which opposes 
tort reform. Gerry Hebert was the Voting Section 
lawyer in the case in which a federal court ordered the 
Justice Department to pay $86,626.24 in attorneys’ 
fees and expenses as punishment for “unconscionable” 
actions. Hebert now works for the Campaign Legal 
Center promoting campaign “reforms.” 

The Post wants von Spakovsky confirmed only to 
keep the FEC functioning. He is being blocked 
because four senators have put “holds” on his nomina- 
tion. One of those four who might be responsible for 
preventing the FEC from being able to disburse tax- 
payer funds to Democratic presidential candidates Joe 
Biden, Chris Dodd and John Edwards is ... Barack 
Obama. Such funds come, however, from the few tax- 
payers who choose to use the $3 checkoff on their 
income tax forms. These funds cannot go to candidates 
in primaries until funds are allocated for both national 
conventions and both general election campaigns. But 
because 90 percent of taxpayers choose not to provide 
such welfare for candidates, there probably will not be 
enough money in the account to disburse until after the 
crucial primaries. Government regulation of politics, 
as of most things, is perverse. 

George Will writes for the Wash. Post Writers Group 
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they were baptized across the 
street in the huge baptistery.

We 
moved quickly to the 
Convent of San Marco and 
viewed the frescoes of 
Dominican monk, Fra. 
Angelico. We ended the day 
at Santa Croce where many 
famous people are buried or 
honored: Michelangelo, 
Machiavelli, Rossini and 
Dante. We were now experi- 
enced pilgrims. 

“The next day took us to 
see the home of St. Catherine 
of Siena and the Church of 
San Domenico. Most church- 
es of antiquity are owned by 
the Italian government and 
restored with a 20 percent tax 
on all goods. St. Catherine 
received the Dominican habit, 
performed many miracles 
including the call of the Pope 
to come home from Avignon, 
France. The image of her face 
lies in state in the sanctuary. 
Her body lies in state in 
Rome at the Church of Maria 
Minerva. Seven of us climbed 
up steep streets to tour the 
Siena Duomo built between 
1215 and 1263. Siena was 
surrounded by a fortress wall 
invaded often by the near-by 
Florentines. We spent the rest 
of the sunny day on the red 
Piazza del Campo where the 
yearly horse races are held. 
Bare-back riders circle the 
plaza three times amassed 
huge crowds. 

“We visited Lucca and 
Pisa for the day. Lucca is a 
walled city of many churches 
and artists. It is the home of 
Giacomo Puccini, composer 
of 1858. The twelfth century 
church of San Frediano is 


beautifully decorated with 
mosaic panels. The Tuscan 
artists and sculptors built the 
ornate church of San Michele 
in Foro near the circular 
Pizza Antiteatro. We just 
missed the massive tent city 
celebration of comic book 
sales. Pinocchio is crown of 
all comic figures. The statue 
of St. Sebastian, martyr, was 
prominent. Pisa was a well- 
built fortress city preserving 
all its buildings with only one 
bombed out during World 
War II. The vendors lined the 
streets with their wares. 

“The final journey to 
Rome brought us to Assisi, 
the region of Umbria as we 
left Tuscany. It looked like 
home to me, a beautiful val- 
ley of grape vines and olive 
trees. Here we celebrated the 
life of St. Francis in the 
Porziuncola, the tiny church 
that he rebuilt which is 
housed inside the Basilica of 
St. Mary of the Angels. Here 
St. Francis met “Sister 
Death.” His followers were 
the black robed Franciscans 
and the Sisters of St. Clare. 
They lived on the side of Mt. 
Subasio in a fortress city for 
the protection of the Basilica 
of St. Francis and the Basilica 
of St. Clare, whose incorrupt- 
ible body lies at the base of 
the altar. It was fun watching 
the Franciscan nuns pick 
olives high up on ladders. I 
cherished the moment to have 
visited our parish’s name 
sake in the cleansing rain, 
and to know the Dominicans 
gave us the stories of the life 
of Christ crucified, and the 
Franciscans gave us the call 
to live a life of penance and 
service of the poor. 

“The next four days in 
Rome, the Eternal City, were 
overwhelming. I was exhaust- 
ed but excited to see Vatican 
City (an independent free 
state), the Pieta, the Papal 
audience of over 50,000 peo- 
ple from 300 parishes, 50 
dioceses and eight languages 
spoken in recognition of each 
one. Pope Benedict XVI 
keeps up the modern tradition 
of riding open-air in the 
“pope-mobile..’ 

“Touring the city in open- 
air buses took us to see the 
Travi Fountain, Piazza 
Navona, Spanish Steps, 
Basilica of the Pantheon hon- 
oring many martyrs, Church 
of Maria Minerva of St. 
Catherine’s tomb, fortified 
Hadrian’s Tomb (Castel Saint 
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‘Goodbye Sweet America’

mailing tubes, but I don’t understand why I have been trans- 
ferred so much.” 


I must tell you at this point, that I had my suspicions as to 
why I had been transferred, as the first two people spoke in a 
very thick foreign accent and I had trouble understanding them, 
but I tried to show patience and understanding in my tone. This 
person had an accent not as thick, so we carried on. 


OD: “Mailing tubes? Can you describe them to me?.” 

KD: “They are cardboard cylinder tubes about three feet 
long, three inches in diameter and you put maps or posters in 
them for mailing.” 

OD: “I am sorry, I don’t understand what they are.” 

KD: OK. (I took a deep breath at this point) May I ask where 
you are talking to me from?” 


OD: “What do you mean?” 

KD: “What is the name of your city and country?” 

OD: “Manila, Philipine Islands.” 

KD: “Thank you very much. I am cancelling my request.” 


Boy, was that frustrating! It got me pretty upset, at the loss of 
my time, at the gall of this company that we really think of as 
“American” utilizing a foreign country to hire people at pennies 
per hour to take their orders. 

I thought of the lost jobs and revenue of Americans who 
could easily do that work by telephone. If it wasn’t in a major 
city with high salaries, why not in a poorer economy in the U.S. 
that would love the jobs? Especially those that have lost major 
local companies or industries. Why go to another country? 

I know this happens. It happens when you call your credit 
card company, computer repair or tech support, and many other 
institutions. When you call, you get a very thick accent and 
have to ask the person many times to speak more slowly or to 
repeat what they had said. It seems to be “OK” that we accept 
this as easily as we accept many other issues that slowly strip 
our economy or change our way of life. This is just one con- 
versation and one company. Office Depot does a huge mail 
order by phone and internet business. Why, oh why can’t they 
use our citizens? 

I buy local first, always. Then if not available, I go outside, 
usually to California, and then go out of state. I would never, 
ever, go out of the country. I know that tax dollars keep our 
economy growing and our citizens working. To spend money 
out of the area consciously is a choice, and my choice is to keep 
my money close to my area. I guess I fight my little fights when 
and where I can. 

I realize this little column and my whining is not going to 
impact or change the world or the way Office Depot or other 
conglomerates operate, but I just want to inform you -- so you 
now can make a choice of what companies to deal with. Office 
Depot just got knocked off my list, whether by phone or in their 
store, and unfortunately, the list is growing. 

It bothers me greatly that our “Sweet America” is losing a 
chunk of its economy, and that our American workers are 
denied a huge opportunity to work. Unfortunately, “Goodbye 
Sweet America” could be prophetic. I pray not. Remember, Out 
of the Mud, Grows the Lotus.

Clemens, Bonds, Tejada named in Mitchell Report

NEW YORK — Roger Clemens, 
Miguel Tejada and Andy Pettitte were 
named in the long-awaited Mitchell 
Report on Thursday, an All-Star roster 
linked to steroids and other perfor- 
mance-enhancing drugs that put a 
question mark — if not an asterisk — 
next to some of baseball’s biggest 
moments. 

Barry Bonds, already under indict- 
ment on charges of lying to a federal 
grand jury about steroids, and Gary 
Sheffield also showed up in baseball’s 
most infamous lineup since the Black 
Sox scandal. 

The report culminated a 20-month 
investigation by former Senate 
Majority Leader George Mitchell, 
hired by commissioner Bud Selig to 
examine the Steroids Era. 

“Everyone involved in baseball 
over the past two decades — commis- 
sioners, club officials, the players’ 
association and players — shares to 
some extent the responsibility for the 
steroids era,” Mitchell said. “There 
was a collective failure to recognize 
the problem as it emerged and to deal 


with it early on.” 

Mitchell recommended that the 
drug-testing program be made inde- 
pendent, that a list of the substances 
players test positive for be listed peri- 
odically and that the timing of testing 
be more unpredictable. 

Eric Gagne, Jason Giambi, Troy 
Glaus, Gary Matthews Jr., Jose 
Guillen, Brian Roberts, Paul Lo Duca 
and Rick Ankiel were among other 
current players named in the report — 
in fact, there’s an All-Star at every 
position. Some were linked to Human 
Growth Hormone, others to steroids. 

Clemens was singled out in nearly 
nine pages, with much of the informa- 
tion on the seven-time Cy Young 
Award winner coming from former 
New York Yankees major league 
strength and conditioning coach Brian 
McNamee. More than a dozen 
Yankees, past and present, were 
among the 80-plus players identified. 

Players were linked to doping in 
various ways — some were identified 
as users, some as buyers and some by 
media reports and other investigations. 
Jose Canseco’s book “Juiced” also was 
cited. 


“According to McNamee, from the 
time that McNamee injected Clemens 
with Winstrol through the end of the 
1998 season, Clemens’ performance 
showed remarkable improvement,” the 
report said. “During this period of 
improved performance, Clemens told 
McNamee that the steroids "had a pret- 
ty good effect’ on him.” 

McNamee also told investigators 
that “during the middle of the 2000 
season, Clemens made it clear that he 
was ready to use steroids again. 
During the latter part of the regular 
season, McNamee injected Clemens in 
the buttocks four to six times with 
testosterone from a bottle labeled 
either Sustanon 250 or Deca- 
Durabolin.” 

Mitchell urged Selig to hold off on 
punishing players in the report “except 
in those cases where he determines 
that the conduct is so serious that dis- 
cipline is necessary to maintain the 
integrity of the game.” 

Several stars named in the report 
could pay the price in Cooperstown, 
much the way Mark McGwire was 
kept out of the Hall of Fame this year 
merely because of steroids suspicion. 


“Former commissioner Fay Vincent 
told me that the problem of perfor- 
mance-enhancing substances may be 
the most serious challenge that base- 
ball has faced since the 1919 Black 
Sox scandal,” Mitchell said in the 409- 
page report. 

“The illegal use of anabolic steroids 
and similar substances, in Vincent’s 
view, is ’cheating of the worst sort.’ He 
believes that it is imperative for Major 
League Baseball to ’capture the moral 
high ground’ on the issue and, by 
words and deeds, make it clear that 
baseball will not tolerate the use of 
steroids and other performance- 
enhancing drugs.” 

Rafael Palmeiro, who tested posi- 
tive for steroids, was among the for- 
mer players named. So were Kevin 
Brown, Benito Santiago, Lenny 
Dykstra, Chuck Knoblauch, David 
Justice and Mo Vaughn. 

“We identify some of the players 
who were caught up in this drive to 
gain a competitive advantage,” the 
report said. “Other investigations will 
no doubt turn up more names and fill 
in more details, but that is unlikely to

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Rodriguez finalizes $275M deal with Yanks

NEW YORK — Alex Rodriguez set 
another record for baseball’s highest con- 
tract, finalizing his $275 million, 10-year 
agreement with the New York Yankees 
on Thursday. 

A-Rod set the previous mark with his 
$252 million, 10-year deal with Texas in 
December 2000. Traded to the Yankees in 
2004, he opted out of that contract Oct. 
28, during the final game of the World 
Series. 

Yankees senior vice president Hank 
Steinbrenner said New York would not 
negotiate further with Rodriguez because 
his decision eliminated the $21.3 million 
subsidy the Yankees were to receive from 
Texas from 2008-10, a figure negotiated 
at the time of the trade. 

But Rodriguez then approached the 
Yankees through a managing director at 
Goldman Sachs and negotiated his new 
deal in early November without agent 
Scott Boras. 

“Tt seemed like the whole thing was a 
roller-coaster. It was very emotional,” 
Rodriguez said on a conference call. “All 
along, I knew I wanted to be a Yankee.” 

The three-time MVP said opting out 
was “a mistake that was handled 
extremely poorly.” 

“Tt was a huge debacle,” he said, call- 
ing the timing “distasteful and very inap- 
propriate.” 

Officials in the commissioner’s office 
were livid, and Boras quickly apologized. 
A-Rod said he told Boras how he felt. 

“The one time we spoke, I conveyed 
that message,” he said. 

Rodriguez said Boras gave him the 
impression the Yankees weren’t interest- 
ed in bringing him back, which surprised 
him. 


“Our goals were not aligned,” 
Rodriguez said. “It felt funny to me.” 

Rodriguez said he thought the move 
would be revealed after the World Series. 
He said Boras still represents him — the 
two have known each other for 16 years 
— but with a 10-year deal already in 
place, their player-agent relationship is 
“all academic.” 

“I made mistakes. I’ve got to look in 
the mirror. If I had to do it again, I 
would’ve called Hank from Day 1 and 
negotiated myself,” Rodriguez said. 

Soon, he did get in touch with 
Steinbrenner. 

“Tf he hung up on me, I wouldn’t have 
been surprised. I thought my career was 
over with the Yankees,” Rodriguez said. 
“Somewhere along the way, we took two 
or three left turns.” 

He said once he contacted 
Steinbrenner and his brother Hal, an 
executive vice president with the 
Yankees, it didn’t take long to reach an 
agreement. 

“Within two conversations we got a 
deal done,” Rodriguez recalled. 

His new contract allows A-Rod to earn 
$30 million more for achieving historic 
milestones. He is 18th on the career list 
with 518 homers, 244 shy of Barry 
Bonds’ record. 

The deal was announced three hours 
before George Mitchell’s report on per- 
formance-enhancing drugs in baseball 
was to be released. Yankees spokesman 
Jason Zillo prefaced Rodriguez’s confer- 
ence call by saying it would be inappro- 
priate for any member of the Yankees to 
comment on the Mitchell Report until it 
was released. 

Near the end of the call, however, 
Rodriguez offered this: “What’s going on 
right now is very unfortunate. I think our 


game is going to rebound.” 

The 32-year-old Rodriguez won his 
third AL Most Valuable Player award last 
month after hitting .314 with 54 homers 
and 156 RBIs. But he’s frequently been a 
target for boo birds at Yankee Stadium — 
due in large part to his postseason strug- 
gles. 

A-Rod went 4-for-15 (.267) with one 
RBI during New York’s first-round play- 
off loss to Cleveland and is in an 8-for-59 
(.136) postseason funk dating to 2004. 
Even worse has been his postseason hit- 
ting in the clutch. He is hitless in his past 
18 playoff at-bats with runners in scoring 
position. 

“I have a lot to prove in New York,” 
said Rodriguez, who has never reached 
the World Series. “I think the criticism is 
what comes with being in New York.” 

An 1|1-time All-Star, A-Rod gets a $10 
million signing bonus, of which $2 mil- 
lion is payable upon approval by the 
commissioner’s office, $1 million each 
Jan. 15 from 2009-13 and $3 million on 
Jan. 15, 2014. 

Rodriguez receives salaries of $27 
million next year, $32 million in 2009 
and 2010, $31 million in 2011, $29 mil- 
lion in 2012, $28 million in 2013, $25 
million in 2014, $21 million in 2015 and 
$20 million in each of the final two years. 

His $32 million salaries in 2009 and 
2010 will be the largest for one season in 
major league history. 

Rodriguez could receive an additional 
$6 million each for five milestones that 
the team designates as historic achieve- 
ments. They are contemplated to be tying 
the home run marks of Willie Mays 
(660), Babe Ruth (714), Hank Aaron 
(755) and Bonds, and breaking Bonds’ 
major league record. 

Under the deal he opted out of, A-Rod 
earned $185.45 million over seven years. 
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Names named, fingers pointed, and not a lot 
else will come out of steroid report

In the end, it was only appropriate that 
George Mitchell gave baseball a report 
on steroids that looked like it was on 
steroids. 

Bloated up like Barry Bonds, it was 
too much for even the commissioner of 
baseball to fully digest, though Bud Selig 
promised that he would stay up nights if 
needed to slog his way through all 409 
pages. 

He doesn’t need to bother, because a 
quick read turns up only these two ques- 
tions about the whole steroid mess: 

Who is Cody McKay, and who would 
have thought big, bad Roger Clemens 
was so squeamish about needles? 

The answer to the first one didn’t take 
all that long to find out. Turns out McKay 
was a lifer in the minor leagues who 
turned to steroids to get the extra boost he 
needed to make it to the bigs and ended 
up playing 37 games over two seasons in 
the majors before lack of talent finally 
overcame the miracle of modern chem- 
istry. 

Clemens is another story. He’s one of 
the greatest pitchers ever, if you believe 
the record books, and his intimidation 
and meanness on the mound was a big 
reason he won seven Cy Young awards 
and could still throw in the mid-90s while 
in his mid-40s. 

Who would have thought he had to ask 
someone else to shoot him up and pre- 
ferred steroids over human grown hor- 
mone because he didn’t have to get a 
“belly button shot.” 

The big news out of the Mitchell 
report, of course, was the outing of 
Clemens, something that had to make 
Bonds feel a bit better even if the only 
thing Clemens stands to lose is his repu- 
tation and ticket to the Hall of Fame. 
Bonds and his supporters have long 
implied that racism was the reason he 
was targeted, while the media looked the 
other way with players like Clemens. 

Actually, the reason was that there was 
some evidence against Bonds while there 
were only rumors and Jose Canseco’s 
claims about Clemens. That, of course, 
changed when Clemens’ own personal 
trainer told Mitchell he gave the pitcher 
injections of different steroids on numer- 
ous occasions when he was playing for

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the Toronto Blue Jays beginning in 1998. 
Mitchell’s people didn’t stop there. 
They nailed Andy Pettitte, fingered 
Miguel Tejada and implicated a slew of 
All-Stars including Eric Gagne. Paul Lo 
Duca comes across looking like a two-bit 
street dealer, there were some juicy new 
details about Bonds himself, and we 
finally found out why former pitcher 
Kevin Brown was perpetually surly 
despite making $15 million a year. 

They even detailed a steroid party in 
an Albuquerque apartment, where Lo 
Duca and four minor league teammates 
got together before a game to shoot each 
other up in hopes it would help them get 
called up to the Dodgers later that year. 

All in all, a pretty impressive piece of 
work considering players refused to talk 
and the players’ union stonewalled him at 
every chance. But even Mitchell admitted 
it was just a peek into the sleazy under- 
belly of baseball, where who knows how 
many players spurred on by the success 
of Canseco 20 years ago couldn’t wait to 
get their hands on drugs that would help 
them play better. 

“I reported what I learned but I 
acknowledge, and even emphasize, the 
obvious,” Mitchell said. “There is much 
about performance-enhancing substances 
in baseball that I did not learn.” 

For that, a lot of players (Sammy Sosa 
anyone?) can be breathing easier. So can 
a lot of general managers and owners 
who kept signing players to huge con- 
tracts even though they knew they were 
juiced. 

Gagne was an example of that. The 
Red Sox knew the Dodgers did not re- 
sign him in part because they believed he 
was using steroids, yet traded for him 
anyway. General manager Theo Epstein 
asked a scout in an e-mail if Gagne was 
“a steroid guy,” and the scout replied that 
“steroids IS the issue.” 

Likewise, the Dodgers traded Lo Duca 
to the Marlins in 2004 when they thought 
he wasn’t hitting hard drives to the out- 
field anymore because he was off 
steroids. In an internal memo of a staff 
discussion, their only concern was that if 
he was traded he would get back on 
steroids and have a great year because 
that was his makeup. 

It’s all included in what should be 
regarded as an excellent report consider- 


ing the circumstances. Except for one 
thing. 

It has no teeth. 

Mitchell himself took some of the 
fangs out of it by saying he believes the 
past should be the past and that baseball 
should move forward without penalizing 
anybody. The approach worked in 
Northern Ireland, he let us know on two 
different occasions, where the peace he 
brokered a few years back still holds. 

But this isn’t Northern Ireland. We’re 
not at war with each other. 

This is our national pastime, and we 
want somebody to be held accountable. 

For 20 years now we’ve had clubs take 
our money while players made a mock- 
ery of the game and its records. For the 
better part of two decades we haven’t 
known whether to believe teams won the 
World Series because they had better 
players or because their players had bet- 
ter steroid connections. 

Just this week Marion Jones was 
stripped of her five Olympic medals and 
banned from even buying a ticket to the 
Beijing Games because of her steroid 
use. That’s what getting tough on drug 
cheats means, and I’m sure everyone in 
track and field got the message. 

Selig did vow to mete out some pun- 
ishment of his own, assuming he ever 
gets done reading the report. Judging 
from the 15-day suspension that Jose 
Guillen got for human growth hormone, 
don’t expect much, just as you shouldn’t 
expect clubs to stop both enabling and 
encouraging cheating. 

While baseball pats itself on the back 
for the Mitchell report, it hasn’t stopped 
owners from spending huge money on 
tainted players. The Royals signed 
Guillen to a $36 million deal, Pettitte got 
$16 million from the Yankees and the 
Astros wanted Tejada so bad they traded 
five players for him. The Brewers gave 
Gagne $10 million for the upcoming sea- 
son, and you can be sure someone will 
sign Bonds. 

Mitchell did his best. He named 
names, pointed fingers and offered solu- 
tions. 

But about the only concrete thing that 
will come out of his report will be that 
Roger Clemens finally retires for good.

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Raiders have their 
work cut out in trying 
to stop Colts, Manning 


ALAMEDA (AP) — 
Oakland linebacker Kirk 
Morrison isn’t sure that the 
Raiders’ plan to disguise their 
defensive coverages will con- 
tain Indianapolis Colts quar- 
terback Peyton Manning. 

“In the NFL it’s kind of 
hard to try to hide what you’re 
going to do because everyone 
knows what kind of team you 
are,” Morrison said Thursday. 
“We’ve already played 13 
games, so on film we know 
what kind of team we are and 
they know what kind of team 
we are. For us, we just gotta 
go in and do what we do. 
Make sure that we execute our 
plays, make sure that we exe- 
cute our game plan. 

“We know he’s going to go 
out and make checks and 
make plays. We just gotta try 
to limit them.” 

A week after facing Green 
Bay’s Brett Favre, Oakland 
has another big challenge with 
the Colts and Manning. 

Manning had 249 yards 
passing and four touchdowns 
in a 44-20 win over Baltimore 
on Sunday night, the second 
straight game in which he’s 
had four TDs passing this sea- 
son. 

Manning’s 27 touchdown 
passes this season are third- 
most in the NFL behind New 
England’s Tom Brady (45) 
and Dallas’ Tony Romo (35). 

But what sets Manning 
apart is his ability to read 
defenses and change plays at 
the line of scrimmage, a trait 
the 31-year-old veteran quar- 
terback has mastered in his 
10-year NFL career. 

“You just gotta be on point 
with your coverages and your 
checks,” Morrison said. “You 
already know what he’s going 
to do. We just have to try to 
make it difficult for him. We 
gotta go out and disguise 
some things, make some 
things look a little different to 
him. They’ll check from a run 
to a pass real quick. We just 
have to make sure that we’re 
on point.” 

The Raiders are one of the 
few teams who have had suc- 
cess against Manning. In three 
games, he is only 1-2 against 
Oakland with eight touch- 
downs and five interceptions. 

The teams haven’t played 
in Oakland since 1995, how- 
ever. The Raiders are also 
struggling on defense, 


although they are ranked No. 
5 against the pass. The Colts 
counter with the No. 4 offense 
and Manning has a QB rating 
of 97.0. 

“Tt’s 
going to 
be a big

coach 
Lane 
Kiffin 
said 
“We’re going to need to do 
some things on offense to 
counter (Manning).” 

That might be easier said 
than done. 

Even though Indianapolis’ 
defense will be without three 
injured starters, Oakland’s 
offense has sputtered all sea- 
son and is coming off its most 
lopsided loss of the season, 
38-7 to Green Bay. 

Kiffin said Thursday that 
Josh McCown will start at 
quarterback for the Raiders 
while rookie JaMarcus 
Russell will be his backup. 
Daunte Culpepper, who has 
started six games for Oakland 
this season, missed practice 
again Thursday and could be 
inactive for the second 
straight week. 

Earlier this week, Kiffin 
said that Russell, the No. 1 
overall pick in the draft, 
would play against the Colts 
but has declined to say when 
and for how long. Russell has 
played in only one game this 
season after missing all of 
training camp and the presea- 
son in a holdout. 

Unless the Raiders can 
slow down Manning, it won’t 
matter who is at quarterback 
for Oakland. 

“Watching Peyton 
Manning on film, I just don’t 
see him throwing too many 
bad balls,” Morrison said. 
“We just have to make sure 
we plaster our guys in cover- 
age. We’ve got our work cut 
out for us. He’s a great quar- 
terback. We already know 
that. He’s a sure Hall of 
Famer. He represents a chal- 
lenge for all of us on defense 
to go out and try to beat this 
offense.”

and Trent Dilfer likely is fin- 
ished as well after incurring a 
concussion last week. 

Hill can’t think of another 
player who stuck in the 
league for six years with no 
real playing time. He’s been a 
No. 3 emergency quarterback 
for most of that time, save 
nine weeks as Brad Johnson’s 
backup with the Vikings in 
2005. 

The 49ers are cautiously 
optimistic about Hill — and 
since they’ve already got the 
league’s worst offense and the 
least successful passing game, 
how much worse could he be? 

The 49ers’ inability to get 
the ball to Davis has been one 
of the offense’s most perplex- 
ing faults this season. Hill 
showed none of Smith’s shy- 
ness in finding Davis or back- 
up tight end Delanie Walker, 
who caught six passes for 65 
yards from Hill against the 
Vikings. 

“If they come to me, the 
next couple of plays opens 
everything up, because then 
they have to pay attention to 

e,” Davis said. 

Hill seems to agree, per- 
haps because of all the time 
he’s had to analyze the 49ers’ 
offense over the past two 
years. Hill’s quick release 
impresses coach Mike Nolan, 
as does the quarterback’s per- 
severance. 

“He’s had a good week of 
practice, and he’s an instinc- 
tive player,” Nolan said. “He 
knows the offense. He’s been 
waiting six years for his shot, 
so I’m excited for him.” 

Hill spent two years in 
junior college in his native 
Kansas before playing two 
seasons at Maryland, which 
reached the Orange Bowl in 
2001. The undrafted free 
agent stuck for four seasons 
with the Vikings, then won 
the No. 3 job in San Francisco 
last season. 

But at 27, he’s ready to 
find out whether he’s more 
than a good practice player. 

“Now, you have to come 
out to practice and be as men- 
tally focused as you would be 
in a game,” Hill said. “When 
you’re running the scout 
team, to be honest, some days 
you can get away with not 
being as focused. ... You go 
out there with the scout team, 
you can just grip it and rip it. 
You throw an interception, 
great job, defense. It’s not the 
quarterback’s fault.”

significantly alter the descrip- 
tion of baseball’s ‘steroids 
era’ as set forth in this report.” 

“The illegal use in baseball 
of these substances also vic- 
timize the majority of players 
who don’t use them.

gaining an advantage,” 
Mitchell said. 

Mitchell is a director of the 
Boston Red Sox, and some 
questioned whether that creat- 
ed a conflict. 

“Judge me by my work,” 
Mitchell said. “You will not 
find any evidence of bias, spe- 
cial treatment, for the Red 


or anyone else. That had no 
effect on this investigation or 
this report, none whatsoever.” 

Giambi, under threat of dis- 
cipline from Selig, was the 
only current player known to 
have cooperated with the 
Mitchell investigation. 

“The players’ union was 
largely uncooperative for rea- 
sons that I thought were large- 
ly understandable,” Mitchell 
said.

someone going without and 
someone having food on the 
table,” 

Similar to the food baskets 
given away before 
Thanksgiving, the Food Bank 
will continue its tradition 
Dec. 21 by giving away food 
baskets to the less fortunate. 
Those who received a food 
basket at Thanksgiving are 
unable to participate in the 
Christmas giveaway, but that 
hasn’t caused the numbers to 
diminish. 

The Thanksgiving basket 
giveaway was the biggest for 
the Food Bank yet, with 370 
baskets going out to help 
those in need, and it looks 
like the Christmas event will 
be much the same. According 
to Food Bank Manager Dayle 
Reed, donations are still 
needed to help make the meal 
a reality as 316 people have 
signed up. 

In what some financial 
experts have called a slow 
Christmas economy, 
Youssoupoff said he has seen 
donations teeter. He 
explained that the Food Bank 
Fund Drive’s donations were 
coming in faster this year as 
food donations have 
diminished, but Youssoupoff 
is taking it all in stride. 

“T think that as far as 
donations go the food is 
down, but it’s like one 
balances out the other.” 

With a menu reminiscent 
to that of the Thanksgiving

baskets, Reed said the Food 
Bank is still looking for items 
like hams, chickens and 
turkeys -- which should be 
brought directly to the Food 
Bank -- but also instant 
potatoes, pumpkin pie mix, 
canned fruit cocktail, stuffing 
mix and cranberry sauce. 
Donations can be brought to 
the Food Bank, 888 N. State 
St., during regular business 
hours. 

The help the Food Bank 
provides for the less fortunate 
won't stop with the Christmas 
baskets. Youssoupoff 
explained with excitement 
Thursday that a $30,000 grant 


was awarded to the Food 
Bank to create a Food Stamp 
outreach program. One of the 
first steps to beginning the 
outreach will come in the 
form of a Food Stamp 
information table at the Dec. 
21 giveaway. 

“What we give at the Food 
Bank still isn’t enough,” he 
said. “It’s really a 
supplemental program. If 
people can access the Food 
Stamp program, it will 
hopefully help maintain their 
life.” 

Youssoupoff explained that 
almost 45 percent of people 
who are eligible for food 


stamps aren’t signed up to 
receive the valuable aid, and 
with Plowshares and its new 
building soon shifting its 
service from afternoon to 
evening, picking up the 
lunchtime slack is imperative. 

Although it’s still early in 
the process, Youssoupoff said 
the program will be peer- 
support based and that people 
in need will help others in 
need to get assistance. He 
added that he hopes to visit 
other shelters and programs 
throughout the county to try 
to get more people signed up 
throughout the year.

expansion that included a tran- 
sitional housing and dining 
room unit. Three years later, the 
expansion was up for discus- 
sion with a clearer focus and a 
more well-defined plan, 
according to Charley Stump, 
director of planning and com- 
munity development. 

The new plan calls for a 
3,600-square foot building that 
will become a 22-person transi- 
tional housing unit for those 
who have outgrown the Buddy 
Eller Shelter, but aren’t ready 
for complete independence. 
The plan presented to the com- 
mission explained the details of 
the transitional housing func- 
tions, including 24-hour care 
with expected residencies last- 
ing between six and 24 months. 
Included in the plan is a 2,000- 
square foot building that serves 
three functions: cooking, feed- 
ing and office work. 

Rohloff said during the hear- 
ing that the housing was being 
built as a step up since some of 
the people at the shelter have 
been in and out of homeless- 
ness for years. “What we would 
really want to do is have some- 
one look out the windows of the 
shelter and see the new building 
next door, and think of it as a 
goal to aspire to,” Rohloff said. 

The project was not without 
opposition from Chairwoman 
Judy Pruden. 

“T need to state right off I’ve 
thought long and hard about 
this,” Pruden said. “I’m well 
aware of this project, and after 
considerable consideration I 


will not support the use-permit 
amendment for this project. 

“I have worked in the 
Wagenseller Neighborhood for 
19 years. I am tired of picking 
up trash. I’m tired of population 
issues down there. If I had seen 
a better looking center down 
there I might have felt different 
tonight. I looked at it this 
evening, and it looks sad, shab- 
by and institutionalized down 
there.” 

But without any other mem- 
bers of the Wagenseller Neigh- 
borhood present at the meeting, 
Commissioner Jim Mulheren 
took that as a sign. 

“It’s not uncommon for 
Wagenseller residents to show 
up if they have something to 
say,” he said. “I think their 
absence speaks volumes.” 

Rohloff took another oppor- 
tunity to explain to the commis- 
sion how the Ford Street Pro- 
ject will work to maintain the 
area. “We certainly want to be 
good neighbors, and we think 
we will be good neighbors,” he 
said. “The additional 22 people 
will have already gone through 
the project. They will have 
developed good habits and 
have a good response from 
staff. With this game you’re 
always trying to solve the puz- 
zle, and you can’t always win 
by adding new pieces, but this 
piece will.” 

A motion by Commissioner 
Mary Anne Landis was second- 
ed by Mulheren, and by a vote 
of 3-1, with Commissioner Ken 
Anderson absent and Pruden 
dissenting, the commission 
conditionally approved the 
major use permit amendment.

Democrats say tax the wealthiest in final 
debate before Iowa’s leadoff caucuses 


JOHNSTON, Iowa (AP) — Democratic presidential hope- 
fuls called for higher taxes on the highest-paid Americans and 
on big corporations Thursday and agreed in an unusually cor- 
dial debate that any thought of balancing the federal budget 
would have to wait. 

“We’re not going to be able to dig ourselves out” of Bush-era 
deficits in the next year or two, said Illinois Sen. Barack 
Obama, one of six Democratic rivals sharing a stage for the 
final time before Iowa’s leadoff Jan. 3 caucuses. 

Asked about the importance of eliminating deficits, 
Democrats responded by criticizing President Bush’s economic 
policies, including some of his tax cuts. 

“I want to keep the middle class tax cuts” that Congress 
passed during President Bush’s tenure, said Sen. Hillary 
Rodham Clinton of New York. But she said she favors raising 
taxes for the wealthiest. 

Former Sen. John Edwards of North Carolina readily agreed. 
“The truth of the matter is the tax policy has been established 
by the big corporations and the wealthiest Americans,” he said. 
“What we ought to be doing instead is getting rid of those tax 
breaks.” 


Winter storm hits Northeast after 
leaving Plains and Midwest in the dark 


COLUMBIA, Conn. (AP) — A deadly winter storm brought 
snow and sleet to the Northeast on Thursday, while crews in the 
Plains and Midwest worked to restore power to hundreds of 
thousands of people left in the dark in its ice-coated wake. 
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Some parts of the Northeast could receive up to a foot of 
snow, forecasters said. Schools in Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, 
New York, New Jersey and Connecticut announced closures, in 
some cases before flakes even began to fall. 

Dozens of traffic accidents were reported on Connecticut 
roads, and officials were having a hard time clearing them. 
Connecticut offices and courthouses closed at 1 p.m., a half 
hour after Gov. M. Jodi Rell ordered all nonessential workers 
home, and drivers were in near-gridlock conditions on the early 
commute home. 

“How can you plow and put material down, when the trucks 
are stuck in traffic?” said Doug Harris, who was manning the 
state Department of Transportation’s storm center. 

Most of the accidents were fender-benders, said Lt. J. Paul 
Vance, a state police spokesman. “It really is pretty dangerous, 
so we would strongly advise people to stay off the roads,” he 
said. 


Clinton campaign adviser out after 


comment about Obama and drug use 


CONCORD, N.H. (AP) — A top campaign adviser to Hillary 
Rodham Clinton resigned Thursday, a day after suggesting 
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Democrats should be wary of nominating Barack Obama 
because his teenage drug use could make it hard for him to win 
the presidency. Clinton herself apologized to Obama as they 
waited to fly to Iowa for a debate. 

Bill Shaheen, a national co-chairman for Clinton and a 
prominent New Hampshire political figure, had raised the issue 
during a Wednesday interview, published on 
washingtonpost.com. “I made a mistake and in light of what 
happened, I have made the personal decision that I will step 
down as the co-chair of the Hillary for President campaign,” 
Shaheen said in a statement released by the campaign Thursday. 
“This election is too important, and we must all get back to 
electing the best qualified candidate who has the record of mak- 
ing change happen in this country. That candidate is Hillary 
Clinton.” Shaheen, an attorney and veteran organizer, had said 
much of Obama’s background is unknown and could be a prob- 
lem in November 2008 if he is the Democratic nominee.
